At McGill last Wednesday, the Redmen appeared to hang back in 
a defensive shell and the strategy produced a low-scoring, tight~checking 
contest. 


Senior centre Barry Cullen, who played on the last Georgian 
championship team in 1968-69, scored a pair of goals and line-sate Rory 
MeKay added another. 


Cullen's second goal gave the Georgians a 3-0 lead and was a 
beautiful individual effort as he split the defence and walked in and 
deked McGill goalie Gerard Paquin, before slipping the puck into the net. 


The Georgians outshot the Redmen 37-21 as sophomore netninder 
Bernie Wolfe came up with some key saves to score his first shutout of 
the season. 


Coaches Arsenault and Bob Philip were generally pleased with 
the club’s effort especially with the forward line of John Murray, 
Rory McKay and Cullen and the defensive efforts by rookies Bill Hattem, 
Mario Cuttini and George Tower. 
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However, they were a bit disappointed with the play of the 
Tom Price-Phil Turner=Mark Shewchuck line, the top scoring line to 
date for the Georgians. Part of the trouble may have been a hand injury 
suffered by Shewchuck on the Maritime trip. The high-scoring left winger 
sustained strained ligaments in his right hand and was not able to handle 
the puck with his usual dexterity.

(PROFILE OF A COLLEGE SUPERSTAR) 


John Murray heads into his final year as a College hockey player 
with more determination than ever before. The 6°, 205 1b., forward has 
been an outstanding winger with the Georgians for the past four (4) years. 


During the 69/70 season, his third as a Georgian, Murray scored 
33 goals and added 19 assists in 27 games. Last season promised to be 
even better, especially when Murray was switched from the wing to centre 
to take advantage of his great puck-handling and passing ability. 
Unfortunately, for Murray and the Georgians a serious wrist injury sidelined 
the big man for most of the season and the Georgians plummetted to sixth 
place in the 7-team loop.
